Persons who live on a 
high level are m uch m ore likely 
to be tem pted with good than with 
evil, for they habitually desire 
good. The tem ptation consists in J 
seeing the lesser good so clearly 
th at one forgets to look around : 
and see the g reater good. Now 
the tem ptations of Jesus were of 
this sort. There is no evidence 
that he ever felt an urge or even 
a slight inclination to do w hat

Yet each of these, under the cir­ 
cum stances and conditions, was 
not the right thing for Jesus, be­ 
cause not the best thing; and so 
he knew all these for what they 
w ere—tem ptations of Satan. 
We i 
can ask m any questions about 
tem ptation: where it comes from, 
w hat kind of persons are tempted, 
how to recognize it, and so on. 
But the question m ost of us want 
to know is, How can I win? 


How to Lose 
There are two sure ways of 
losing the fight against tem pta­ 
tion, whether in its lower or its 
higher form s. One is by sheer re­ 
sistance, just saying No. If your 
tem ptation is liquor, for instance, j 
it won’t do you a particle of good 
to stand in front of a tavern door 
or to sit in a chair with a glass 
in your hand, just shutting your 
eyes and shaking your head and 
saying “No, I won’t." 
Because, , 
before long, you will. Mere stub­ 
bornness will go a long way; but 
not even 
Jesus tried to m eet 
tem ptation w ith a simple em pty 
No. Another way to lose your 
fight is to debate the question. 
In the vivid story of the first 
tem ptation (see Genesis 3) the ser­ 
pent just 
gets 
E ve’s mind 
to 
thinking about how fine that fruit 
was. 
The Sword of Spirit 
Every Bible reader knows how 
Jesus won his victory over tem p­ 
tations: by using the “sword of 
the Spirit," the Word of God. 
But there is a right and a wrong 
way to use a sword. There are 
two ways of using the Bible as a 
defense 
against 
Satan. 
One of 
these ways works, the other does 
not. It will not do simply to quote 
the Bible. The Bible is not a sort 
of magic wand which you just 
wave in Satan’s face will make 
him go away. 
Just repeating 
Bible verses is not enough. The 
only Scripture which is any gone 
in tem ptation’s struggles is Scrip 
ture which you have first “hid 
in your h eart," that is to say com 
m itted to m em ory, and what i 
m ore im portant, Scripture which 
has become p art of you. It is not 
quite enough to say, "God says 
— 
Take the next step: “ God 
says—and I believe it.” You’ve 
got to m ake God’s word your 
own, not just with the top of your 
mind but down to the bottom of 
your heart. So believed, the Word 
becomes life invincible.
